Loud  was  the  clatter  one  September  morn  some  odd  four  years 
ago,  when  a  group  of  ambitious  (?)  freshmen  set  foot  into  the  myster- 
ious corridors  of  H.H.S.  Freshmen  usually  are  not  the  most  active 
group  in  the  school  but  we  set  a  pace  and  commenced  to  build  it.
